Plant Camellias only in well| 
drained soils, as plants will live | 
but a short time where poor, 
drainage exists. They require soil | 
on the acid side. A mixture of 
one-third good garden loam, one- | 
third leaf mold and one-third peat 
moss will make an ideal soil raix | 
for Camellias.
